ROB BANK’S SAFE 


Youths in Exploit at Coal 
City Known to Be Hang- 
ers On at Tough West

Three “Pals” Are Wounded in 
Bullet Fight on Freight 
Train and Are 
Captured. 


The five youths who stole $2,000 from the: 
Bank of Coal City early yesterday morning 
are graduates of west side saloons in a dis- 
trict In which boys “rush the can."’ Three 
of the five participants in the robbery, which 
was cheracterized by Jesse James featurés, 
were wounded and captured. 

The Chicago police are searching for the 
two young men who escaped with the booty. 
When the identity of the five was established 
it was found they’had been loafing of late in 
saloons and cgprebev ce on the —T side 
of the city. 

The safe in the Coa? City boas was blown 
open with nitroglycerin after the robbers 
hed bound and gagged Night Wetchman 
Barney Ghetto and Washington Fry, the 
night engineer at the electric lighting plant 
pear the bank. The three men were cap- 
tured by Sheriff Steele of Morris after they 
had-been wounded in a fight with two men 
who tried ta drive them from the freight 
train which they boarded following the rob- 
bery. Coal City is sixty-thréee miles south- 
west of the city. 

Three Robbers Are in Custody. 

The captured men admitted they lived in 
Chicage. The n s and addresses they 
gave and the di ion of each follows: 
HOYATSKI, JOHN, 82 years old, 2316 Blue Is- 

land avenue; seriously wounded in head and 

body; in Morris bespital. 

EROLIK. JOSEPH, 19 years old, 1845 West

TOMAZEWSKI, ROMAN, 280 years old, 1847

Missing from Their Haunts.

Manner of Their Capture. 
The capture of the three robbers, after a 


‘reoning battle with them on a Santa Fé 


freight train for a distance of fourteen miles, 
was due to the quick action of Watchman 
Ghetto, who managed to loosen his bonds | 
just as the fugitives boarded the train. He 
rushed to the telephone and called up Night 
Marshall Eugene Miller of Mazon, the next 
station, and notified Sheriff Steele in Morris. 

Miller, with little time te spare, ran to the 
railroad station ta,stop the freight. and 
Sheriff Steele and three deputies in an auto- 
mobile left Morris to meet the train at Ver- 
ona, the next station beyond Mazon. Miller 
met Dr. BE. D. Watts, returning from a night 
eall, and both opened fire with a revolver 
and a shotgun as soon as the train stopped at 
Mazon. — 


Two Escape with the Loot. 

The five robbers dropped from the freight, 
and from behind the. box cars returned the 
fire. After ten minutes of the fusillade, the 
train started, and three of the thieves swung 
into a box car. The other two, with a sack 
containing $1,000 in cash and $1,000.in stamps, 
ran for a strip of timber and escaped. 

Sheriff Steele, after a fifteen mile run in 
his automobile, arrived at Verona just as the 
freight train was pulling into the station. He 
and his deputies opened fire, and after the 
train stopped they placed the three wounded 
men under arrest. The men made no resist- 
ance, and were taken immediately to Morris. 

“ One of the men has been positively identi- 
fied by Ghetto,"’ Sheriff Steele said. “ They 
are the men wanted all right. They refuse 
to talk about themselves except to say where 
they live, and that they were on the way west 
to go to work. 

“I believe the other two robbers are in 
the timber within a raélug of nine miles of 
Mazon. Every exit from this territory is 
being watched. I expect the fugitives to

It was while in the command of the Suffolk Hussars, 
one of the crack regiments of the yeomanry, or militia 
cavalry of the army, that Sir Claude was taken to 
task by the old duke of Cambridge, then commander 
in chief, for some mistake during the course of military 
maneuvers. 
The duke, whose language was always picturesque, 
apostrophized Sir Claude as “s 4-———-d fool,” and then 
afterward, with his characteristic generosity and kind- 
heartedness, withdrew the worda. 
“©,” replied Sir Claude, “I do not mind, sir, you call- 
ing me a d——d fool; only, I den't.like being called a 
d——d fool before all those other d+——d feols "—point- 
ing at the duke’s exceedingly decorative and imposing 
staff. The dike was extremely tickled and always fond 
of telling the story with much gusto, 
If Sir Claude had his way Capt. de Crespigny would 
giready now have had a handle te his name. For 
when the captain attained his majority his father, Sir 
Claude, claimed from the crown knighthood for the 
young fellow. This was formerly a prerogative of the 
eldest sons of baronets, which had, however, been 4l- 
lowed to fall into abeyance during the greater part of 
the nineteenth century.

Criticus Flub-Dubbe to the Program Study Class. “I 
am reminded of its existence by the fact that a con- 
certo for harp is on this week’s program; so, with 
all due respect to that admirable performer, Signor 
Tramonti, I may say that the harp solus ia my ulti.
